The Sinn Fein conference at its 
session Friday night in Dublin de- 
cided that the members of the or- 
ganization should be trained in the 
use of arms, although this W4'll not 
be compulsory. "The conference 
promised that the Provisional Gov- 
ernment should be established With- 
out delay. It adopted a provisional 
constitution aimed at securing the 
International recognition of Ireland 
as an independent repuMle and pro- 
viding for the convoentlen of a 
constitutional assembly. At Friday's 
session Prof. Kdward de VaJera, 
mennber of Parliament for East 
Clare, who was referred to in the 
House of Commons recently as hav- 
ing been Inciting rebellion In Ire- 
land, was elected President of the 
conference after Count Plunkett and 
AKhur GrlfflUi, who also were nom- 
inated, had withdrawn. In an- 
nouncing «hat Prof, de Valera had 
hp^n »l«ct4>d unanimonsly, Griffith 
said the Sinn Fainers now had at 
their bead a statesman as well as 
a soldier. Reaolutions were adopt- 
ed demanding "restitution and 
reparation from England" and nrg- 
In-g Irish trade unions to sever re- 
lations with Flnglisih unions. Prof, 
de V'Hlera'a sneech to the Sinn {"ein- 
ers urged tb«a io capture the 
«^unty OouBCila in the next elec- 
tions In order -to bare the full tna- 
dhlnery of government in Ireland in 
their hands. The convention aaraed 
to carry out the plan. It waa de- 
cided that the number of delegates 
to the national convention froni 
clubs shall be on the ratio of one 
delegate for each fifty members. 
No club, however. Is to have more 
than flve delegates.

SPIRIT OF CONCILIATION GROWS 



According to the Irieh Weekly 
independent, a well known Prot* 
instant BUhop, the Right Rev. 
Or. Gregg, speaking at the annual 
synod of Ferns, in referring to the 
Irish convention said that all Irleh- 
aien of good will could not but hope 
that some settlement based on 
adequate securities would do ar- 
Ived at. "Whatever might be tho 
issu'es great chang^^ inevitably lay 
before them." It was useless to 
deny, the prelate stated, that if a 
rorm of government did not rest on 
the con.^'Mt of thf govern«'d, a sye- 
tem abstractly sound might prove 
unworkable, and the Imperial Uor- 
ernment had taken the view that 
the tatemal diaoontenjt ot trebtad 
contributed a more aerlona menace 
to the empire than a dnal legisla^ 
lure. 

Dr. Oragg alao siaied that (t was 
plain that tbe larger number ef 

politicians were In favor of going 
a considerable way toward eatlsfy- 
inp the aspirations of the majority, 
mil many Unionists had shown lat- 
terly that they no longer conaid- 
ered the union aa a cardinal de- 
ment of imperial aecurlty, ' and ao- 
eonUngly H betaooved them to ad- 
just their understandings to the 
(act that a change, whaterar lU 
form, waa coming. He rcaaaored 
the mind# ot those who imagined 
that acqnleacenee in the new state 
of things might oompromlee loyalty 
to the King. It would not. Ireland 
was not going to be a republic any 
more than It wa.s before the union. 
If duly constituted authority gave 
Ireland a new form of government 
tne true loyalty was to accept it 
and do everything in tiiefr power 
to make it a success. Loyalty to 
the crown and unloniam ,aceordlng 
to htm ware not necessarily eatrtra- 
lent terms. There wae loyatty In 
Ireland before the union; thero waa 
loyalty which vehemently depre- 
cated the union, and there <x)ijld bo 
loyalty still if the union were 
legally dissolved. In the eighteenth 
century, the Blehop reminded tbe 
members of the synod, the Protest, 
ant church of Ireland oSidaUy ree* 
ognlzed Ireland aa being a dlatlnot 
iMuntry, and not merely a con- 
•Utoeot part of a larger kingdom. 
The dtaaolution of the legistatire 
Imion would not mean quitting the 
emplTe or "losing their King." The 
thurch of Ireland had seen eatab- 
lisbment by law come and go, and 
bad seen inoorporation with the 
Lhurch of England go the aame 
way. It was In a position to see 
Oie legislative union come and go* 
If anch a course .were legally and 
authoritatively settled. 

The views of Dr. Oregg show In 
their general tendency that the 
spirit of conciliation ie gaining 
gitiund. While anxious to meet 
their old opponents half-way, the 
Irish Nationalist pre^ has not 
ceased to call attention to the 
nature of the government which 
the country requires. The Cork 
Wetikly Examiner states eOitprially 
that tbe government of Ireland in 
ihe oast has always been vaelifartiag 
In its character, autocratic and 
despotic ta the old coeroion days 
when the Tories held awny, and 
brimful of good inteotiona, but 
blundering, unreliable and profuse 
in promisee that too often failed

In modem tlmps, Inpludlng Ilalloy'a 
l8 spoedliiK through the solar Bye- 
tem toward the sun at the approxi 
mate rate of 1.134,246 miles a 
day. The comet will bo a thing 
of glory in the northwestern sky 
this coming winter, probably re 
malnlng riaCble (or three months.

;>1<- in the world deserve justice and 
ipiM-asement the Irish people liave 
,1 .'^pong claim for both deniand.s, 
and it may be hoped that over the 
obaos aad diseontent that at pres- 
ent prevails in the country a wise 
and Just system of corermvent de- 
vised by the conTeoiUon will super- 
vene to bring that peaice and confi- 
dence which impartial justice to 
Bouth as well as to North can only 
secure."

IKINH AM) FAITH. 

The solace and comfort which 
the Irish soldier gather.s from his 
religion is one of the phases of 
front-line life freijuently t<ui< 
upon by the late Major William 
Redmond in kls letters Jvome. some 
of wlileh Mrs. Sedmood has col- 
lected iBAo a memorial Tolome. In 
one of these, given to tho Aa- 
eodated Press, the popular Irish 
leader wrote, nihortly before Ms 
death: 

"The fortitude tlie men s«'eni to 
draw from their faith i.s Rrejit and 
marked. The man who ha» bc-en 
wall hi.s ehaplain and who has pre- 
pared himself by the sacraments is 
ready for any fate, and shows It in 
nis very demeanor. Often the 
writer has heard offt^en declare 
their pleasurs ait the devotion of 
tlte men to Uielr religion, and fre- 
qaaaiUy tlMSS officers have been of 
odisr religions themselves." 

In another letter Major Kedmond 
writes of the work of tlie French 
priests: 

"With all the evil that has fol- 
lowed in ib! train it is good to 
find at least one beneficial result 
from the WOT. It has led to the 
revival of rsHglon In a most re- 
markable way. As to this practically 
everyone is agreed, and it Is ap- 
parent in a hundred directions. 
Berhavs this revival is meet marked 
of all in Prance, and there it is 
attribuUble in no little deKr<>e lo 
the splendid record of the Fronch 
priests in the army. 

"To many people it seemed a 
wrom* thing that tflie minieters of 
the Prince of Peace should be called 
upon to take up arms aad play a 
part in the terrible work of blood- 
shed and ^ughter which has con- 
verted so laore a poitlon ot Europe 
into a veritable shambles. What 
seemed wrong, ud what from some 
points of view was wrong no doubt, 
has in the renult turned out a 
l.,e«wlnp. The spectacle of thou- 
sands of priests marcfhlng amd flpht- 
iiiK for the country and the flag haa 
foiirhe^i dveply the heait Of Fiaass 
and many a man who was perhaiM 
ready enough to proclaim himself 
an aatl-Clerie wtll never eo describe 
himself any more. The hrarery of 
the French priesta Ip tattle — a.OOO 
of them have been UHe^— bjsbeen 
only equaled by their &9tMon to 
their holy office. 

"By accident or domgn — one must 
decide according to the measure of 
one'8 charity — the Germans have 
d<*Htroyed many churches and 
shrines and eonvents to the vmr. 
They present a sad epeetade, but 
it would seem tba* tn proportion to 
the ruin thus oaused, the faith has 
taken refuge more end more in the 
hearts of the people, with the result 
that in the opinion of moet men re- 
ligion has been perhaps the one 
thing in all tlie world so far 
Btrengthened and built up afresh 
amidst the horrible ravages of war. 
That there has been a similar result 
all over the worid. and away from 
(be aotual soene of war, is the 
testimony of unbiassed observers. 
The fact is that the ruin and carn- 
age has been so stupenduous, the 
sacrlfloss have been eo great, the 
horrors have been so widespread 
and have so penetrated into almost 
every human circle that almost 
every human being In the woild has 
been affected and has turned to 
look for hope and comftTt beyond 
the grave." 



The Knights of Ooluoftus, who 
have undertaken the religious and 
social care of CathoUe soldiers and 
sailors, plan a 6,000 building in 

each camp and cantonment — sixteen 
of the National Army and sixteen 
of the National Gtnard.
